RICHARD PINES' TRIAL

Jury Visits Scese of Murder—Smith

Repeats His Story—Closing

Arguments.
Soveral wilpesses wore pisced on the
stand in the Corporation Court yester-
day afternoon afier the Gazcite's report
of the trial of Richard Pioes, colored,
indicied for participatiog in the murder
of Walter F. Schultz, bad closed,
W. M Rittenour, & trolleyman on
the electric railway, testified that a
pegro apd & white wan disembarked
trom the 7:20 o'clock tra'n ont of Alex-
andris the night of March 5 last at St
Elmo, sod that the pegto resembled
Smith,
A young man pamed Willism F,
O'Neil testified that the moroing fol-
lowing the murder Pioes told him he
counld find the man who commitied the
crime, and James O'Neil, another
young mao, said Pines had told him
the following morniog thst he conld
calch the man in ten minntes,
Gsrdoer L. Boothe testified that bhe
did oot belisve Scholiz was the man who
boarded the electric train the night of
March 5, The negro who sccompinied
the man, he san!, was considerably
younger than Emith,

About 4:30 o'elock the jary wvisiled
the scenn of the holdap and the murder,
wheu Smith repeated his graphic de-
scription of the ecenes in the alley on
west Oameron sireet on the night of
Muarch G and the subsequent murder
ol Schultzr on the confines of Lhe city.

Pines was within two feet of Bmith
while the latter was going into all
the detaiis of the crime. Smith sud-
denly pointed his finger at Pines and
snid: “You koow | am telling the
trath.””  Pines, with & faint smile, shook
his head.

Duaring Smith’s recital one of the
jorors suddenly turned on Pines snd
avked him where he stood while the
murder was being committed, and his
reply wan:  “Oaplaip, I'm telling you
the truth; | was not there,”

Upon the return of the jury to the
ity court adjourned uotil this morning.

THIS MORNING'S SESSION,

The first witoess on the stand this
morning was Mrs, Fanoie Cook, who
conducts a dining room in the market
building. Rhe poaitively identified a
photogrsph of Scholts as that of 4 man
who took divoer in ber place between
11 aod 12 o’clock March 6,

(ieorge Ayers teatified that Pioes
came into his place the morning of
March 8 and paid him §1 for repairiog
a gan, People in the store joked with
Pioes and sasked him it that was one of

Sehultz's  dollars, and Pines said,
‘Giood Lord, no; let me get out ol
here,”

CUharlea (Gasking, colorad, testified that
Beverly Diggs deliversd wood snd cosl
al bis house about 9 p, m,, March 6
and he did not sppear to be intoxicated
then,

Ohiel Goods was recalled, aod atated
that Mary Enrl at first denled that Smith
speot the night st her hoose, but finally
admitted thst ha did, sod told of con-
flicting statements the woman bad made,
He algoenid that the Earl woman st first
said that Smith told her Satarday night
about knocking & white man in the
hend.

Mr. Brent took the stsnd, He said
he went Lo the police station the morn-
ing of Sandny, March 14, to question
Smith in reference to aslolen watch,
He found Smith agitated, sad told him
not to talk in that condition. Smith
then received a visit from his wife, and
about & p, m, sent for him snd made,
a foll and free statement as to the mur-
der.

Barjamin Thomas, colored, teatified
that he wag leaving Karl’s house about
£:30 at night and mel Smith going in,

Philip Toler, colored, testified that be
p'ayed pool with Piees in Ed Green's
the night of March 6, but it was after
10 o'clock,

Clay Smith, colored, who at first gave
Chief Glonds & statement in which he
siid he did not see Pives the night of
March 6, changed his mind and
vaid he saw Pines tn Ed Green’s plece
playing pool. When pressed by Mr
Brent to explain the contradiction,
Hmith #aid he bad been adyised by his
parents to come forwerd aod tell the
trath,

Edward I, Purvis, a feeight con-
dactor, repeated his tsstimony that he
saw the body of & man lytog in the field
Saturday, March 6, at 3:16 p. m,

Mr. Lirent rigidly cross-examined (he
witness, who protested that the body
was Lhat ol n white man, and that it was
lying just where Schol'z was found.

Lynn 8. O'Neal, & brakemsn, sald
Oondoetcr Purvis called his sitention o
an object lymmg in the field, but he
merely glanced at it. It was rainiog

Fdwin O, Atkinson repeated his testi-

In the left
baud is clasped a battle flag of the
Southern Oonfederscy  The right buand
holds an officer’s sword in its seabburd,
the whole eflzet being that the woman
is presentiog both flag and aword to
unseen haods,

The design is to typify in an allegari.
cal eonception the young womanhood of
the South at the beginoing of the civil
war presenting to the young men of her
{and the battle flag of her country, (o be
carried as an inspiration of patriotism,
With the model of the statue there are
two bas-reliefa to be used on the buss
of the pedestal upon which the figure is
1o a'and, Onoe is entitled “Un the bat-
tlefield,” showing & brigade of Oon.
federate soldiers, chargiog through a
whest field.

The firing line of the conflict ia nct
far distant, as it is shown by the clouds
of smoke that envelope the lines of sol-
diers moving to the front.

SEVEN MEN BURNED TO DEATH.
Seven mim were bnroed to & crisp, 4
fatally injured, 10 serionsly hurt, aod
30 others narowly escaped death in »
“alip’” in the M.rting Ferry, Ohlo, fur-
nace of the Wheeliog Steel and lcon
Qompany there last night.
A foree of workmen, numbering i),
waa gathered about the furosce mekiong
ready to drill in for the 9 o'clock cat
Without & moment's werning there wes
a roar, and great masses of molteo iron
epurted from the furusce, swerping down
the workmen,
Twenty or more were csught in the
enrash, Seven men are known (o have
been caught by the hot lron aod Laeir
bodies burned. Fourieen olhers were
badly mutilnted, Arms aod logs were
buroned off, and some were showered from
head to foot with white hot metsl,
The nccident was causea by water gel-
ting into the foroace, The resultant ex-
plosion blew & hole four fect 1qoare in
the brick wall five feet thick, and
8 flood of molten meial blew over the
men, When it cooled it left & solid muen
of iron 20 feet long, 8 feet brond ard 6
feet high, It was pecesssry 1o chep the
dead from oot of the mass, The desd
men sre buroed bevond hopa of identifi-
cation, and it is believed threa others
sre burned In the mass whioh belched
forth from the furpace. One man’s feet
protruded from the iron, when the iron
was chopped awsy oaly traces of his
bones were found.
